Fortunately, the general pract!~ 
tloner today has not the feeling of| 
helplessness in handling mental 
eases as physicians Of m few years 
‘ago, who, 1f patient sald foolish 
things of acted strangely, referred 
him at once to the mental special- 
st. Now the physician makes 
thorough examination and calls! 
in the dentist or otner specialist if 
necessary. Having found no infec~ 
tion or defect that could — possibly 
account for the foolish sayings or| 
[strange actions, he may, by patlent 
questioning, be able to find how, 

hen, and where the “odd” behavior 
got its start, 


However, just as he recognizes 
the ability of the dentist, . the 
throat specialist, the heart special- 
ist and other specialists in each of 
thelr prospective fields, he recom- 
izes also the ability of the mental 
specialist to search in a deeper or 
surer way for the hidden or long 
forgotten clroumstances that are 
causing the patient to try to avold 
responsibilities, necessary duties, or 
even dangers.

Poland Embassy 
Charges Germany 
Used Poison Gas 


London, Sept, S—(CP)—The Po- 
Ush Embassy here said it had re- 
eelved official confirmation from 
‘Warsaw that German planes had 
dropped polson gas during raids on 
Polish territory.

(0 MATERIAL CHANGE IN INTEREST RATES 

We do not expect that any material change in interest rates from 
peace-time levels will be to attract a sufficient portion of 
the large increase in savings which should be produced by the ex- 
panding production and incomes under war-time conditions. And we 
refuse to believe that those of our people who will benefit from the 
new conditions would seck to take advantage of war necessities to 
demand headend increase ‘in the oor rates which we have paid 
in 

have already indicated the basis for distinguishing two major 

periods in our program—ie inital period of expansion and prepara: 
tion and the main period of full war effort, We commence the initial 
period immediately, and the paramount need is to gelythings moving 
‘as rapidly as possible in the proper direction. 
_ Our own expenditure on defence and preparation will furnish an 
imaportant stimulus to the expansion of economic activity. There will 
be two additional sources of stimulus, firat, the ordera which we ex: 
pect sonie~of our allies to place in Canada for essential foodstuffs, 
Taw materials and munitions; and secondly, the private capital ex- 
penditures which will probably be necessary in order to place our 
industry on an adequate footing to meet war requirements. 

RAPID EXPANSION OF EMPLOYMENT EXPECTED 
These expenditures will probably soon be large enough to bring » 
rapid expansion of employment and incomes. Out of these enlarged 
incomes the public will be able to contribute more tax revesues and 


more savings. 

Dring te next few months, while we are starting the process of 
gelting all our available resources into useful employment, the ex: 
pansion in tax revenues from either existing ot new sources may nét 
provide for any very important part of our increased expenditures. 

We shall have to do some borrowing but the initial operation will 
probably be of a very short-term character and be signed to promote 
the immediate expansion of productive activity. 

It would be unwise-and probably impracticable to attempt at an 
early stage any large borrowing operation designed to draw heavily 
upon public savings. Only after the initial period of expansion is well 
under way should we find it necessary to offer a loan for, general 
public subscription in order that aavings may be put directly to use. 
NATIONAL INCOME 10 INCREASE 

By the time we have achieved the second stage of full war effort 
our national income will have increased so substantially that our 
existing taxes will yield a much higher revenue than during thé last 
year or two. Not only will there be a greater volume and value of 
‘ales but the rise in individual earnings will bring more incomes into 
the higher taxation brackets and there will be additional business pro- 
fits subject to tax. Consequently, the increase in Dominion revenues 
should be larger, proportionately, than the increase in the national 


income. 
i ELIMINATES RELIEF COSTS 

Nevertheless, our special expenditure caused by war conditions 
will be substantially increased, and while certain expenditures that 
have caused heavy drains upon the treasury in recent years, such 
as those for unemployment relief and wheat marketing, may be large- 
ly or wholly eliminated, it can never be forgotten that we start the 
war with a Dominion budget heavily unbalanced under peacetime 
conditions. 
_ It is obvious, therefore, that additional taxexs should be imposed 
immediately. I'am confident that the Canadian public as a whole 
will expect this parliament to have sufficient courage to impose upon 
them such new or additional levies as will demonstrate an immediate 
and resolute effort to pay our way. :

Borrowing at home is merely one means of diverting our produc-| 
tion into war its, a means which is less painful at the time 
but which ultimately a greater resort to taxation. 
‘When we borrow $100 from one of our citizens and spend it on war 
supplies he fs thereby prevented from spending that $100 on his own 
‘consumption or investing it to enable someone else to spend it on some 
Kind of capital production. In future we will have to pay him not 
only the principal but interest as well. e. 

Ibviously we could accomplish the same diversion by taxing the 
$100 away from him. Diversion by this method alone, that is to say, 
by a 100-per cent taxation or pay-at-you-go policy would seem at first 
sight to represent the ideal policy of war finance; in principle it 
would appear to be the most logical, the most equitable, the least 
likely to create disturbances and dislocations. 

BECOME DISRUPTIVE IN CHARACTER 
But, in the first place, this takes no account of the desire, indeed 
the necessity, of individuals making some savings CD ag le for 
rainy day, and an effort to take so much in taxation that indiy 
savings would be practically wiped out, would become so disruptive 


in character as inevitably to produce disorganization and public dis-

This leaves for considerition, in respect of the itéms budgeted for!

ent relief and for projects designed pri- 
marily to alleviate the problem of unemployment. 

Parliament can be assured that while our policy will be to conserve| 
‘our resources to the maximum practicable extent and to secure the 
possible economies in the appropriations already granted 
by parliament, that policy will not be carried out in such a way af to 
aggravate unemployment and retard the prompt expansion of pro- 
duction and national income. 

Finally, we must take into account the sum of $100,000,000 which! 
we have asked parliament to appropriate in order to meet the special 
expenditures necessitated by the existing state of war.

CANNOT ESCAPE REAL COST

by LEAVES TROUBLE IN WAKE 

It leaves in its wake a host of troubles such as chronic dislocations| 
between industries, incomes and prices which are most difficult to 
cure, very serious damage to business and public morale, axfl high| 
interest rates. If long continued, it can end only in complete collapse. 
These and other results of drastice inflation can be illustrated from! 
the experience of many countries during the last war. 

Canada’s record in that wer was much better than that of most 
other countries. But like the other belligerents she met the major por- 
tion of the cost of the war out of borrowings and credit expansion. 

. PAID PRICE FOR 20 YEARS 
No country had the courage to finance the great war solely by re- 
sort to taxation and borrowings out of savings. As already indicated, 
the record of some countries was much better than that of others but 
all suffered from a world-wide inflationary rise of prices of enor- 


price—a colossal one. Indeed it is perhaps not too much to say that 
some of the roots of the present war are to be found in the world-wi 
unsound financing of the last war and the great economic dislocations: 
and continuing burdens of which it was in part the cause. It is to be 
hoped that in the present war the world may be able to avoid a repe- 
tition of that experience. = 

Y BE NECESSARY IN EARLY STAGES 

AL this is not to say that a small and carefully regulated amount}

PAY-AS-YOU-GO POLICY 

Ie is with these fundamental considerations in mind that we have] 
decided upon our policy of war finance. Because we believe. it is the 
part of wisdom, we shall follow as far as may be, practicable a pay- 
as-you-go policy. 

In imposing the new tax burdens which this policy will require we 
shall be guided by the belief that all our citizens will be ready to bear| 
some share of the cost of war, but we shall insist on the principle of| 
equality of sacrifice on the basis of ability to pay: 

We shall not of course be able to meet all war costs by taxation, 
hecause, as already indicated, there 1s a limit to the taxes that can 
be imp@hed without producing inefficiency, a lack of enterprise, and 
serious discontent.

Lord Tweedsmuir Says Canada 


‘And-Empire are Fighting for 


Human Decencies and Liberty 





Ottawa, Sept. 19 (CP)—Contid- 
ence that whatever services are re- 
quired from Canada in the present 
war will be brilllantly performed 
was expressed today by Lord 
‘Tweedsmulr, Governor-General of 
Canada, as he opened a meeting of 
the Dominion executive council of 
Canadian Legion, He said the! 
services required probably would be 
different from those performed so 
ably in the last war, 

‘Ex-servicemen were the “older 
statesmen” of defence in Canada, 
said His Excellency. They had ex-| 
perience in the last war, although 
it might have been a’ different 
kind. They could teach the young- 
er generation the rudiments of war 
and help keep the national mind 
balanced and the national spirit 

een, 

“In that war, Canadians were x 
corps elite,” he sald. “In this war 
they will be a corps elite.” 

Lord ‘Tweedsmuir told ‘the del 
gates they were meeting at a 
moment he considered as grave as 
any in the history of the empire. 

‘It 4s grave because the war we 
have entered has a more serious 
purpose,” he said. “—a more 
momentous purpose than any of 
the older wars we fought for secure 
Ity and defence of territory, for 
balance of power or for similar 
reasons, but we have entered into 
this war for a far greater purpose 
than any of these: For the preser= 
vation of those spiritual values 














which alone make life worth lving. 
“We are fighting for more than 
democracy. Democracy is only a 
system of government, a system of 
gpvernment which happens to sult 
US exceedingly well and which we 
want to perpeluate, but we. are 
fighting for something greater 
than a system of government. 
“We are fighting for the liberties 
of the individual, the right to live 
freely. We are. fighting for 1 
morality of religion in which we 
have been brought up. We are 
fighting for human decencles. and 
there never was a war entered into 
with = more solemn purpose, 
“it {5 momentous for another 
reason; we are fighting under en- 
rely ‘unusual conditions. What- 
ever the conditions may. be, they 
will be very different from any of 
the earller wars, New weapons, the 
‘use of which we have not plumbed, 
new tactics, new strategy. 
“We have to feel our way. The 
man who attempts to. dogmatise 
id to predict the length of this 
‘war 45 indeed a very foolish fellow.”

| The United States Congress is facing a 
decision of momentous importance, the 
question of repeal of the Neutrality Act! 
-so that it would permit the “cash and 
, carry” plan for the sale, of war materials| 
and supplies ‘to all belligerents. As the 
New York Times says, Congress has been 
“forced with the necessity of making a 
choice certain to affect the course of| 
our ‘people.’ cf y 
The tone of the newspapers of the 
United States indicates that the majority 
of them favor repeal of the measure. 
They accept the attitude of the President, 
that the present neutrality embargo con-| 
stitutes menace to the peace of the| 
United States which, he said, all are en- 
deavoring to preserve. Mr. Roosevelt’ 
would substitute provision for sale of 
‘arms to belligerents of all nations, pro- 
vided'they pay cash and take the arms| 
away in thelr own ships. Mr. Roosevelt 
said that this would. be in atcord with 


international law.
